And the Apoſtles ſaid they was to ſet up 
the leaſt in the Church to judge of outward: things; ſo the ſer- 
ting up theſe Kings, and Emperours, and Protectors, and giving 
them the Names Excellency and Majeſty amongſt the Chriſtians, 
- hath been fincethedayes of the Apoſtles among the Apoſtates in 
the Apoſtacy from the true Wiſdom of God; and Life. And ſo 
the Pope hath taken the Tenths of peoples Eſtates tothe Church, 
and he hath taken the Tenths of Tenths; and ſo the people ha 
been willing in the times of Ignorance(in the Apoſtacy) to oſſer it
